Camp No, 2, which is entered | 


from Ma Tet: Wei Road, houses 
bout 100 destitutes who are com- 
pletely dependeny upon Govern- 
ment subsidios 

Ipmates of this camp told the 
‘China Mail® that the nolice to 
quit was issued some three dys 
ago. But they are certain of an 
nilernative camp, probably at 
North Point, Hong Kong, where, 
they believe, similar amenities 
will be uccorded them hy Sov- 
ernment. 

Not So Fortunate 

Those in the Enstern Camp, ad- 
Jacent to Camo No. 2, however, 
are not so fortunate, The notige 
to them does not offer any other 
place to live, They WHI be re- 
quired to find their own accom- 
modation. A. 

People in this camp were 
originally in Camp No. 2 but have 
since found work and are carning 
a regular salary Or wage. 

“Although Goverriment has told 
us that thay would take the place 
‘backe whenever they needed Lt, 
this eviction has come as rather 
a shock to us," one of the resi- 
dents told the “China Mail.” 

“It is not that we wish to hold 
on to our places here indefinite- 
ly, but just that we are absotute- 
ly unable to find quarters any- 
where, the reason is quite ob- 
vious,” he said, “and three weeks’ 
notice hardly gives us sufficient 


time to Took around.” 
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The people in this section of 
the camp said that they do not 
pay any rent for the, use of the 
huts. They, have howevgr, gone 
lo much expense installing 
electric lighting, water — meters 
and have affected a considerable 
number of repairs and «put in 
sanitary necessities.

The words usgd ta describe 
tropical cyclones of differen, in- 
tensities will, however, be more 
precisely defined. 


Definitions’ 


When the recommendations of 
the conference are brought int? 
force In the near future the fol- 
lowing definitions will be_ em- 
ployed: 

Trepical depressions — with 
winds up lo and including Beau- 
fort Force 7; Tropical storms— 
with winds of Beaufort Force 
8-11; and Typhoons—with winds 
of Beaufort Force 12 and over. 

The word; typhoon, is reserved 
for o really dangerous and des- 
tructive tropical cyclone.’ 

The conference agreed that the 
International System of Visual 
Storm Warning Signals for warn- 
ing ports and coastal shipping of 
the approach of storms should be 
brought into use not later than 
Januiry 1, 1950, by all countries 
in the Far Enst. The local storm 
signal code in use in Hong Kong 
already employs several ef the 
international = signals, and only 
minor modifications or additions 
will be necessary, The present 
code will remain unaltered until 
the end of this yenr. 

The conference also considered 
means for the more rapid ¢x- 
change of warnings and weather 
reports between different storm 
warning centres. Research on 
typhoons was discussed, particu- 
larly a recently developed method 
of locating storm centres by 
means of microselsmic waves. 

Admirable arrangements were 
made for the meeting by the staff 
of the Philippine Weather Bureau, 
and after the sessions the dele- 
gates were taken to sce the maim 
forecasting office at Nichols Field, 
and a new weather station and 
seismological observatory at 
Quezon City.

The resolution called on the 
British Government to - “make 
immediate contact with Ithe Chi- 
nese Communist Government with 
au view to proposing a plebiscite 
ai the population to determine 
its future.”

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CITY OF RUMOURS 

No doubt Hong Kong has 
always been an ideal clear- 
ing-house for rumours, parti- 
cularly since 1945, regarding 
trade, currency, collaborators, 
gold, opium, smuggling, . etc., 
and the whispers are row 
being given added impetus by 
the seige of Shanghai and the 
Southward march of the Red 
armies. 

There was, following the 
Yangtse incidents, the stories 
disseminated by interested 
parties that Britain had no 
intention of being caught 
napping twice: she would, 
in fact, abandon Hong Kong 
this time after a token resist- 
ance. . As “proof” of this 
our non-intervention policy 
in the civil war was pointed 
to, and our abstention from 
taking stringent action when 
our warships were shelled. 
Local Communists and op- 
portunists were strutting, 
although not yet in public, 
and even children were being 
told: “It won't be long be- 
fore the foreigners are driven 
out.” e 

The sending of 8,000 rein- 
forcements, with planes, 
armaments and ships, plus 
the tentative suggestions for 
regional defence and the 
uncompromising . statements 
of Western politicians, have 
somewhat deflated the birds 
of prey, but they still hope 
for their chance. ' 
| It is known that the most 
potent weapon the Commun- 
ists expect to wield with a 
view to the absorption of 
Hong Kong without invasion 
is the creation. of chaos by 
rioting, strikes, intimidation, 
disruption of communications 
and food supplies. In this 
plan they would be greatly 
aided if hundreds of thou- 
sands of refugees fled from 
the Southern’ provinces into 
the Colony, which wonld. 
eventually be unable to pro- 
vide accommodation, food or 
sanitation forthe influx. 
Certain observers believed 
this would heppen when 
Shanghai was in extremis: 
that city is likely to fall at 
any time, but the number of 
evacuees has been negligible. 
Now it is being suggested 
that the Canton garrison 
commiander’s advice that an 
many citizens as_ possible 
shotiid leave the city means 
that vast numbers will flock 
to Hong Kong. 

Should they. do so, the 
situation could well become 
unmanageable, but there is 
as yet no indication of any 
mass migration. Canton is, 
like Shanghai, grossly over- 

ulated at the moment, 
and whether the city is to 
be made the scene of strert- 
to-street fighting or not, the | 
most obvious thing for any 
commander to do is to get 
rid .of ‘the ‘non-essentials. 
Reports reaching: here in the 
past two days indicate that 
large numbers are indeed 
movihg out of the city and 
-going back to their villages, 
where they are assured of 
food and shelter, and where 
they .do not expect to be 
molested by the ommunists. 

Only three. or Vour thou- 
sand ‘people “have come to 
Hong Kong in the past 48 
hours—a, neglgiblé number.

Inflexible spirit and  tenaclous 
faith of this hard-hoaded Hun- 
garian would ecem to have been 
inherited by his great son Joseph, 
Cardinal Mindszenty. His name 
was not Mindszenty, but Pchm. 
The Primate magyarized it when 
he became Bishop of Veezprem. 
From it his opponents have tried 
to prove his German origin and 
pro~<German sympathies, with a 
View to discrediting him in the 
eyes of foreign nations and Hun- 
garians alike. Guch attacks were, 
however, permissible only to the 
totalitarian party Press; and 
under the existing suppression of 
the freedom of the Press no one 
could counter them in an indo- 
pendent Catholic newspaper by 
asking the original unmagyarlzed 
names.of the Vice-Premier or of 
other Ministers and high officials 
in key positions, all playing im- 
portant parts in this new Peoples’ 
Democracy of Hungary. It could 
not be asked if those who were so 
concerned about the Primate’s 
family name adhered to the, Nazl 
racial theory which they had so 
frequently condemned; whether 
they judged a man's national sen- 
timenta by the name that he was 
born with. ' 
-So—.many—.great__Hungarlans 
bearlng foreign-sounding names, 
and even with foreign blood, 
have become the foremost re- 
presentatives of the historical 
traditions andthe national spfrit 
of Hungary. Despite hie Toutonic 
surname, Cardinal Mindszenty was 
of good Magyar stock. A remote 
ancester fell Jn the siege of Kisko- 
marom, in the war. agninst te 
Turks, ond for this sacrifice the 
family was talsed to the peasant 
nobility. Among his paternal and 
maternal forbears aro: found only 
Hungarian names. Of his four 
grandparents three had Hungarian 
names; +ho only forelgn one, 
Pehm, fell like g drop: into a 
bucket, The soil his forbfathers 
tilled was pure Hungarian, where 
the people spoke only Magyar 
and Mved according to the tradi- 
tional Magyar customs. A man 
is what'bo is by the spirit which 
Inspires him; ao Hungarian is a 
Hungarian by his teliofe ang his 
convictions, by his ideals and by 
tho sorvice ‘of his people.

another.” And 60 Mindszenty be- 
-came a teacher of religion. Adter 
a very short tenure of a country 
curacy he became a religious 
instructor in Zalacgerszeg. This 
remote Transdanubian town be- 
came, between 1917 and 1944, tho 
scence of the development of an 
extraordinary personality, q pre- 
paratory workshop for the man 
who was to govern many souls and 
guide the whole of Hungary. 
(Two events illuminate his record 
as teacher of the faith, He was 
imprisoned by the first Communist 
Revolution because of hig militant 
opposition. After the fall of the 
Communist regime and his release 
from prison the people asked the 
bishop to appoint the young priest 
to be thoir spiritual guide. What 
did he accomplish in these quict, 
unobtrusive years in Zalacgersteg? 
Almost in secret, the seeds were 
sown ef ao Hungarian miracle 
which, three years ago, fired even 
the lazy and indifferent,and gave 
the sons of the doomég country 
hope, faith, joy of living, a new 
spirit and a delief in the ctornal, 
The whole town of Zalacgerszeg, 
the whole Southern part of County 
Zala is packed with the monumenta 
of Mindszenty’e creative work, 
The Franclsenn Church, monastery 
and parsonage; the College of 
Notre Dame; the St. Joseph Home; 
the Zrinyi Printing Works, book- 
shop and the county nowspaper 
wore all] the work of ‘hig initiative 
and purpose. In Southern Zala 
eighteen new parishes, nine 
churches, thirteen parsonages. and 
six new Catholic schools were all 
established by him. In- the degin- 
ning peuple were staggered by 
his plans, which semed impossible 
to execute; later thoy accopted 
even his greater schemes without 
surprise, for everything he set his 
hand to he carried’ through suc- 
cessfully, He lived a6 if he were 
llving in his church; he even 
controlled the order of seating. He 
lived in the cohnty and the town 
hall a9-i¢-the-county-and-the-town 
had been the focus of his activity. 
He lived oa if the care and visiting 
of the sick were his chief.concern 
as if he had no other work at all, 
He lived as if charity were his 
most personal concern, knowing 
no other demands than those of 
the elementary school-children, the 
colltgo students, the aged and the 
poor. He organiecd the Barefcot 
Charity of the infant . scholars 
through which the children of 
/Zala recelved a thousand pairs of 
boots, Among the secondary school 
students he assured the studies of 
sixty or acvpnty by obtalning for 
them free meals in strict rotation 
with different families, Forty old 
people were maintained in the 
St, Joseph Home. Mindazenty wae 
no self-secker.

It 
ia the etornal miratle of the spirit

During his seventeen years Os nm 
bishop, Murtin Biro, typically 
Hungarian character of fron will- 
power, founded eighty-secven new 
parsonoges and twenty-seven 
schoola, built ninoty-five new 
churches and restored one hundred 
and twelve. Ho boro the costs of 
60 Many new churches that in a 
single year (1736) no fewer than 
seven were finished, Tho ninoty-s 
first Bishop of Veezprem did not 
enjoy the opportunities of Peace- 
ful times and financial means; he 
could not folloy the innermost 
inspirations of his soul and satisfy 
hia creative desire and urge. When 
he came to Veszprem the signs of 
military collapse, of final dissolu- 
tion, ‘were. already amultiplicd. 
When the rising tide bursts tho 
dam, men are needed ‘to stop tho 
gaps, to stem the. flood, to fire 
men’s spirits. He hurried to the 
border, to the villages of Southern 
Zala situated along the frontior, 
in order to continue, what he had 
already begun as o parish priest; 
aplritually etrengthening’ the 
Denva line. A ‘singlo trip led to 
the foundation of flvo Parsonnges 
and some schools, The homes of 
these-first foundations were barns, 
silos, empty bailiff cottages. Thus, 
in the period when the fierce and 
destructive war between tho Ger- 
mans and Russians wae already 
‘raging on Hhungarian soil, he suc- 
coed in less than  cighteen 
months in creating fifteen parishes 
and eighteen new schools and in 
laying the foundations of nineteen 
more pateonages.

Beyond First Generation, 
Fish Experiments Show 


Seattle, Washington, May 15. 


carry damage or death beyond the first genera- 


tion of descendants. 

“Transluted into terms of 
human beings,” said Dr, Lauren 
R. Donaidson, Director of the 
Applicd Fisheries Laboratory at 
the University of _Washingten, 
“the research thus far indicates 
that the grandchildren of 
Nagasaki and Hiroshima survivors 
will be less fertile than normal 
parents and will produce more 
still-born or mitshapen offspring 
if they have any families at all.” 

Dr. Donaldson, who has led the 
study of the effects of the Bikini 
atom bombs on marine fife, & In 
charge of the radiation research 
at the Fisheries Laboratory. The 
Laboratory is the co-ordinating 
eentre for almost all federally- 
supported research on effects of 
rays on murine life. 

A. special strain of “super- 
trout’ have been used in the 
heredity studies. Under special 
cultivation ‘they attain maturity 
in half the normal Ume, thereby 
doubling the speed of genera- 
tions. 

X-Ray Bombardment 

In the experiments, seven 
groups of the fish were bombard- 
ed with varying intensities of 
X-Rays. Dr. Donaldson explain- 
ed they are similar to the gamma 
rays from “atomic explosions.
